Vienna. .Tune 3.— A terrible disaster 
bM occurred in the famoas Birkenberg 
rihrw mint at Prizibram, a town of 

Bftlmirift, oatobratt 'l t'<>r rich silver and 
leadmines. A fire stai tcil in the mine, 
Tuesday night.'when five hundred miners 
ware below. Tbe employes made a 
frantio effort to raaeh tM shaft of exit. 
Host of thsm ware snccesstnl, bat forty 
were cnt off by the flames. 

Their cries vu\M be heard even above 
the roar of the cunfiagration and thoii- 
saods hastened Uj their aid. The flames 
were sabdaed Bitfflciently to enable tbe 
reaensn to get at the imprisoned miners, 
of whom fourteen war* foPBd dead and 
sereral badly injured. 

Later rejjorts from Prizibram show 
that the mine dL«aster is far worse tliau 
was supposed. In the first coiitnsinjt it 
was believed that only forty men were 
tnlariwg bat a house to house in«iuiry 
among the miners' families has revealed 
the fSet that nearly 900 minara war* left 
in the pit. The number Is known to be 
an hi^h ii8 175. 

Th<' flaiiie.s were supposed to ba Anally 
subdued at the time when the first res- 
cue party went down, but after the four- 
teen bodiea had been biooght up the fire 
Inoksont afresh. Water was prunped 
into the mine, but the machinery was 
inadequate aiul the fire iiu reasetl. Yes- 
terday liclp was brought from Beraim, 
the sui)eriiiten(lent of the coal mines 
there sending down a forae of men with 
machinery for flooding , the mine more 
rapidly. 

When the flames seemed to abate 
somewhat a rescue party went down 
and returned with eleven more dead 
bodies. They said tliUt they could heai* 
shouts and groans far off it- toe mine, 
bat that the smoke «a.- so thick and the 
beat so intense that they did not dare 
venture in. None of the party would 
return, and two hours pjissed before the 
fdniuau conld Ihid seven tiien to 
down with liim. It was thought then 
that the fire was nearly out, aa only a 
thin smoke came from the mouth of the 
pit, and that the miners on the higher 
levels who had tacaptd drowning, nUght 
be saved. 

The foreman and seven ir.er tried to 
make their way in the direction where 
the shouts and groans had been heanl. 
bat the lieat was stifling and heavy 
amoka and ftrs finally obsferaotad all 
piog^ross. 

Aboat one hundred yards from the 

shaft the party were suddenly envfh)]icd 
in a gust of fire and smoke fmui a »^ide 
gallery. Four men fell unconscious. 
Their four comrades tried to drag them 
away, but were comj^Ued finally to run 
for their lives and leave the men to die. 
This rescue party heard no sonnd in the 
galleries save the crackling' of tlie fire. 

All of the woodwork near tlif .--liaft 
had l)een Inirned away, tin- luur surviv- 
ors said, and tlie fire evidently had fol 
lowetl the miner.s from tlie entrance to 
the end of tbe galleries. Tbe foreman 
says theie is no doabt that all the 
men wlio were left in tiie'mine are dead. 
The lu at l)eyond the point where the 
four miiierH were stricken, lie said 
would have been fatal and the smoke 
was stifling. He saw tools and garments 
abandoned in the haste of flight, .show- 
ing by their poUtions that the men had 
fled away from the shaft. 

Immediately after the foreman's re^ 
turn with tlie remains of his party the 
fire started up ajiiuii, and despite the 
work of the engines is still burning 
fiercely. Thoosauils of men. women and 
children are in the fields around tbe 
pit. 

The list of the 175 has been posted so 
that if any of tlie number liad escaped 
bis friends might come forward with 
the information. Not a name tuis been 
•taaad, however, and the oontinnad in- 
quiry of the poUoe in tiia dty baa base 
fmitlsaB. One hnodred ftunilies have 
been deprived of all their male members 
by tlie disaster. Charitable societies in 
Prague will make an appeal for the saf-

London, June 2.— Further detaila M 
to the storm which swept over Maoilthu 
on April 20 have Ijeen received. 

The signals in the mountain observa 
tory on the day of the great storm wert 
to the effect that no high winds were tc 
be exiiected. The wind was from the 
northwest and in Mauritius hurricane* 
seldom come from that direction. At 
about noon, tbe light wind suddenly in- 
creased and the sky darkened as if by 
magic. The people in Port Louis heard 
a furious liissing and the snapping of 
trees. A moment later, the storm was 
upon the citv, whirling objects from the 
streets, crusning or lifnng fragile baUd- 
ings, and ripp mg off roofs m tiia more 
snntantial iiti intuwa. 

People who were out doors wars 
thrown to the ground or pinned against 
boildings by tba atNOgtb of ths wind. 
Windows and dooniMn poshed in and 
long rows of trees were napped off and 
laid flat in the streets. Tba storm raged 
nnabateS fo^ an hour and a half and 
then ceased as suddenly aa it bad come. 
The son shona and naoola taaasB to laaita 
thebrtMOMr t» loSeVW Ot aoiMOf 
ruin. 

They ftmnd the MB fte op In the dty. 
Waves ware beating aninat tbe walls of 

buildings, formerly well back from the 
abON and ilnietuw that bad onoe stood 
aUnrflNt tram 1Sh» docka were eithec 
gone or wrecked. Tba postolBoe, tha 
custom house and Central notel were in 
the midst of destruction. 

While preparing ftn (be resctie, tbe 
people of Port Louis, without a nu>> 
meat's muning, found themselves an« 
veloMd by another stonn, which bant 
oa ttiam from the soothwest with 
stunning force. The wind came at th 
rate of 121 miles an hour and showed a 
pressure of seventy-three potmds to tha 
sijuare foot. The second stonn broke at 
8 o'clock and lasted until 5. It cut its 
way through the upjier part of the city, 
leaving the other quarters untouched. 
The streets, which felt the full force of 
the wind, were flattened as if struck by 
a giant hammer. Saint Qeorge's 
Rampart was leveled. Houses and 
shops were piled together and then 
blown to the grotind. 

There was no time for the inhabitants 
to escape from the buildings or even to 
start for the cclljirs. A single deadly 
blast leveled Labor Doumais street and 
the groups of pedestrians were crushed 
in heaps under the buildings. After two 
hours the hurricane stopped abruptly 
and people from the lower (juartera hur- 
ried to tne scene of death and ruin to be- 
gin the work of rescue. The number of 
wounde<l wa* not estiinaieil. Hanlly a 
soul in the whole upper part of the city 
escaped uninjured. The total numlier 
of dead was aiioiit 2,000. 

In the country, the storm wrecked 
many sugar hoii.ses and sevi-ral \ilhige8. 
The loss of life outside of Port Louis is 
tboogbt to bttva bass aboat 600.

Serenl Kentaeky papers, Repablican 

and Doniocratic, roceiitly published a 
lengttiy article in reference to the com- 
promise of the libel tnit of Jolin W. Lang- 
ley against John C. C. Mayo, in the 
Johnsbn Circuit Court.

'^Mr. Masrorefnted to make the retrac- 
tion citlicr in whole or in part, declar- 
ing lie would tight the case to the end 
and let the ooart settle it, and at this 
JonctOre negotiations were en'hMl. After- 
ward Mr. Langley proposed that if Mayo 
would withdraw his answers in the case

This proposition Mayo 
accepted, withdrew his answers and al- 
low^ a written judgment to go against 
him which judgment reniit.-i all exceept 
about $6.00 cost which Mayo has paid. 
Mr. Mayo was willing that Mr. Langley 
phoiilil t>njoy all the tienefits such a srt- 
tlement would give liim and dropped the 
matter entirely, and if Mr. langley is 
liUsfied with bis ' vindication,' Mr. Mayo 
does not object."

June 2.— A year ago 
council pa.s.sed an ordnance reducing the 
price of gas from |1 to sixty cents per 
thousand. The two gas companies took 
the matter Into the United States cir- 
cuit court on an equity proceeding, de- 
claring that the reduction meant confis- 
cation of their property. The hearing 
has been in progress fbr several months, 
witnesses having been enmmoned from 
all the large dttee to pnyve the gas com- 
panies' claims. 

The dty was jnst about to begin the 
presentation of testimony when a com- 
promise was suggested. The terms 
wreed upon and ratified by the council 
Tuesday night provide tbat the rate 
hereafter shall be tightv cents per thou- 
sand, the city to pay that price for all 
gas consumed since May, 18BL The 
companies agree to pay mto the city 
treasury 6 1-3 per cent, of their gross re- 
ceipts for gas, and to pay all the ex - 
I)enses of litigation. The saving to the 
people will be about $140,000, and to the 
city about t80,000. aside from the per- 
centage which will amount to $40,000 
more.
